CONSECRATION OF GEORGE VI. AND QUEEN ELIZABETH AS 
SOVEREIGNS OF BRITISH EMPIRE OCCURS IN AGE-OLD RITUAL 
IN WESTMINSTER ABBEY; WELLING GREETING FOLLOWS AFFAIR 


Crowds Rank 20-Deep on Sidewalks, Fighting for a Better 
V iew — Many Faint From Night-Long Vigil—Thrills Are 
Eye-Filling as Cavalcades of Royalty and Nobility Move 
To Historic Abbey.

L O N D O N , M a y 12— ( I N S ) — The Imperial State Crown which 
unites the hugest empire ever gathered under one head in the history 
of the world sat firmly on George VI. this afternoon as he and Queen (fondant was represented by Edgai 
Elizabeth left Westminster A b b e y after the coronation which sur­ 
passed in brilliancy the 39 others this old empire has witnessed in the 
last 1,000 years. Yet the h e a v y crown surmounting the frail figure of 
King G eorge seem ed a none too strong a link as one watched the 
faces of his ministers, grave with the real responsibility of defending 
the empire at this m o m e n t, when the future seems to hold all manner 
of menaces for Britain as well as the rest of the world. 
I he restraint of the greeting Abbey audience, which refrained 
from loyal shouts, dim m ed the feeling of enthusiasm. 
But when the 
royal couple reached the street at conclusion of the long, arduous 
ceremony, affirmation 
>f the multitude welled into a roar which 
guaranteed Kins'; George the support of his people. 
Sunshine after a night of rain had greeted the King and Queen 
when they left Buckingham Palace. 
But the downpour started again 
as the monarchs began their procession back to the Palace, gowned 
in their robes of sovereignty and with the crowns of rank on their 
heads. 
Never in all history had a pageant been presented comparable to 
this one which began when the massive doors of the A b b e y were flung 
open at 6 a. in. to admit the chosen few permitted to witness the 
coronation. ,
